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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
4,688,640 (cited by applicant). 

US'640 discloses a method (see Fig. 3, col. 3, L 65 to col. 4, 1. 9) that includes a 
method for performing a downhole operation in a wellbore, comprising: (a) conveying a 
tool having a first module 40 proximally connected to a second module 51 into the 
wellbore, the first module having a selectively adjustable positioning device 55; and (b) 
actuating the positioning device to selectively position the first module radially relative to 
a reference point 33, the first module's relative position being different from the relative 
position of the second module. With respect to the depending claims, the reference 
teaches the limitations as claimed. With respect to claim 12, the reference discloses an 
apparatus for use in a wellbore in an earth formation, comprising: (a) an umbilical 30; 
(b) a first module 40 conveyed on the umbilical; (c) a second module 51 conveyed on 
the umbilical proximally to the first module; and (c) a positioning device 55 associated 
with the first module, the positioning device being adapted to selectively adjust the 
position of the associated module relative to the second module. With respect to the 
depending claims, the reference teaches the limitations as claimed. 
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3. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP 
0313374 (cited by applicant). 

EP'374 discloses a method (see col. 15, 1. 1 to col. 18, 1. 47) that includes a 
method for performing a downhole operation in a wellbore, comprising: (a) conveying a 
tool having a first module 50 proximally connected to a second module 51 into the 
wellbore, the first module having a selectively adjustable positioning device; and (b) 
actuating the positioning device to selectively position the first module radially relative to 
a reference point, the first module's relative position being different from the relative 
position of the second module. With respect to the depending claims, the reference 
teaches the limitations as claimed, including measurement tool 48. With respect to claim 
12, the reference discloses an apparatus for use in a wellbore in an earth formation, 
comprising: (a) an umbilical 10; (b) a first module 50 conveyed on the umbilical; (c) a 
second module 51 conveyed on the umbilical proximally to the first module; and (c) a 
positioning device associated with the first module, the positioning device being adapted 
to selectively adjust the position of the associated module relative to the second 
module. With respect to the depending claims, the reference teaches the limitations as 
claimed, including measurement tool 48.
